t rift wherein any carrier plaintiff in

ferred on 
th e circuit courts 
of the 
United Sta te s to hear and determ ine 
in any such suit whether

Professor Johann Stump!’ of 
Charlottenburg, Germany, has secured 
patents on an adaptation of the steam 
turbine to locomotives, says the Chi­ 
cago Tribune. 
He proposes to divide 
the turbine into stages, distributing 
one on each driving axle of the loco 
motive, and the steam from the boiler 
to pass through the several stages iii 
succession. 
A turbine is mounted on 
the axh* on the outside of each driving 
wheel. 
With three driving axles the j 
steam Is conveyed by a pipe from tile * 
boller to the first turbine on the one i 
side, then to the other. 
It Is then in 
succession conveyed to the three tu r­ 
bines on the other side of die locomo­ 
tive, from the third of which the steam 
pipe leads the exhaust to die exhaust 
blast nozzle.
